ſtory of Hiſtories, that too much neglected Book (as Sit 
Richard Steel expreſſes himſelf) emphatically call'd che Scrip- 
tures, we: may always remark that thoſe Lois Worthies, 
who by Faith ſubdued Kingdoms, and put to Flight the 
Armies of the Aliens, were Men of Prayer as well as Men 
of Valour.—And if our Reſearches deſcend forwards down 
to our own Annals, we ſhall ſoon be ſatisfied, that the Bri- 
tiþ Arms were never more formidable than when our Sol- 
diers went forth in the Strength of the Lord, and with a 
Bible in oge; Hand, and a Sword in the other, chearfully 
fought under his Banner who - hath condeſcended to ſtile 
hunfelf a Man of Mar.

immediately ſubzoins, ** that it js Jawfol for Chriftian'Meo, 
at the Commandment of the Magiſtrate, to wear wea- 
„ pors apd ſerve in the Wars.” — And therefore, what 
Biſbop S-wun-erſor ſays of Study, may be likewiſe ſaid of 
Fighting: Fi, h ing without Prayer is Atheiſm, and 
% Prayer without Fighting is Preſumption.— And I would 
be the more particular on this Point, becauſe through a fa- 
tal Scrupuloſiiy againſt bearing Arms, even in a defenſive 
War, his. Majeſty hath been, and is not yet out of Danger 
of .lofing that large, extenſive, and that, lately moſt flou- 
riſhing Province of Penſyivania, the very Centre and Gar- 


den of all North America. — But whilſt I ſee ſuch very ſcru- 
pulous Perſons graſping at every Degree of worldly Power,
